Ileed ltecorded to Metal and Thermit 
forp. Marks Important Addition 
to Local Industries. 


Committee Is Appointed and Steps 
Taken to Erect Memorial to 
Service Men of So. S. F. 


The recording this week of a deed 
from the South San Francisco Land 
and Improvement Company convey¬ 
ing to the Metal and Thermit Cor¬ 
poration of New York twelve acres of 
land, consummates the advent into 
this community of another first-class 
industry. The new factory will give 
employment to upwards of 300 men. 

The twelve acres conveyed cover 
all the fiat land between the Virden 
packing plant and the Growers’ Itice 
Milling Company. 

Eastern engineers will arrive here 
early in September to supervise and 
construct the new factory. 

This makes four new industries se¬ 
cured to this community within the 
past sixty days, all of them metal and 
steel plants. The other three plants 
are AVildberg Ilros.’ Metal Kefining 
Works, which recently completed the 
purchase of the Chapman smelting 
plant and is now enlarging and re¬ 
building the same and will soon be in 
active operation. The Power Con¬ 
struction Company is another. It is 
now building its steel frame factory 
buildings directly west of the Virden 
packing plant, and the fourth indus¬ 
try is a steel foundry which last week 
secured a location on the main line 
of tlie Southern Pacific Railroad near 
the depot. This new industry will 
give employment to 100 men, and ex¬ 
pects to begin construction of its 
plant about December 1st of this 
year. 

These acquisitions give added 
strength to South San Francisco’s 
already well-established position as a 
leading center'of steel manufacturing. 


Bernard MeCaffery Post of the 
American Legion is determined that 
South San Francisco shall have a 
creditable hall built as a memorial to 
the men of South San Francisco who 
took part in the great war. Other 
towns of even smaller size have 
erected such buildings, and with the 
object in view of getting a fitting 
memorial here members of Bernard 
MeCaffery Post have elected a Legion 
memorial hall committee to further 
their plans. This committee was 
chosen at a special meeting Tuesday 
evening and hereafter the committee 
will hold meetings every Tuesday 
night. Patrick Bowler is chairman 
of the committee, with William 
Hyland as secretary. A by-laws com¬ 
mittee will be chosen, and this com¬ 
mittee will confer with the legal ad¬ 
visors of the San Francisco posts as 
to the, best methods to pursue in the 
acquisition of the building and in the 
maintaining of it afterward. In all 
probability a holding company of Le¬ 
gion members will be organized to 
manage the affairs of the hall. Just 
how tlu> funds for the construction of 
the building are to be raised has not 
yet been decided. At least a part will 
likely be raised by popular subscrip¬ 
tion, but further details of the plan 
are still to be worked out and will be 
announced later.

Bernard MeCaffery Post of the 
American Legion does not desire the 
room on the top floor of the new city 
hall fitted up as an assembly room for 
it to hold its meetings in. This was 
made very plain at Monday night’s 
meeting of the board of city trustees 
when Patrick Bowler, appearing as 
spokesman for the ex-service men, 
declared the local post was deter¬ 
mined to haw. a fine memorial hall 
built in South San Francisco and 
would positively decline to consider 
the room mentioned. Mr. Bowler 
stated the post not only wanted such 
a memorial hall, but already had 
plans well on the way toward getting 
it. This matter was brought up as a 
result of a movement started recently 
to have the top floor of the city hall 
finished as a meeting place for the 
post. This was done, seemingly, 
without the knowledge or consent of 
the post. Chairman G. W. Holston 
of the city hoard assured Mr. Bowler 
that in all probability no further steps 
would be taken in the matetr. 

Another subject of much local in¬ 
terest that came up for discussion 
was the planting of trees along the 
streets in South San Francisco. An¬ 
drew Hynding, a member of a com¬ 
mittee appointed some time ago by 
the local Chamber of Commerce to 
act in conjunction with a committee 
from the city trustees to look into the 
planting of trees, to learn the best 
varieties to be planted, etc., reported 
for the joint committee that after a 
great deal of investigation it believed 
cypress or cypress interspersed with 
acacia would give the best results in 
this soil and climate. The committee 
also advised the planting of the town 
in sections on successive years rather 
than all at the same time, as the latter 
method would entail heavy expense. 
Another recommendation of the com¬ 
mittee was for the appointing of a 
commission from among the city trus¬ 
tees to be vested with authority to 
have the trees properly planted and 
properly protected and cared for 
afterward. The recommendations of 
the tree planting committee were 
taken under advisement, and the com¬ 
mittee instructed to obtain prices on 
the trees desired ready for planting. 

A communication was received from 
the Southern Pacific Company, stating 
that where the sewers now being con¬ 
structed in the factory region crossed 
the railroad right of way at Butler 
road and Cedar avenue the company
